Evo: refs, who had fent her she Crofs of her Order ; 
ang ccGre to forbear profecuting that Suit : 
The Marques, it feems, did not treat the Gentleman 
(or nis Meffage ac leaft) with that Refpect and Defe- 
reace his Excellency thought due; and therefore fir'd 
with Refentment, he fent fome Men in his own Li- 
very to infult the Marquefs ; to avoid which the 
Marquefs was fore’d to run out of his Houfe, and 
fending his Complaints to the Pope, his Holinefs or- 
der’'d the Sbirris to draw together, to carry the Mar- 
quefs for his Security to the Caftle of St. Angelo, 
and to go the Rounds to prevent all further Difor- 
der, A Day or two after, the Governour of the 
Ciry fent fome Sbirris to take in Execution the 
Goods of Signior Cavalleti, one of Count Lamberg’s 
Gentlemen: His Son happening to be at home, fell 
‘upon the Sbirris with his Cane ; whereupon they 
feiz’d him, and by order of the Governour carry’d 
him to Prifon, where he remains confin’d. The 
Count de Lamberg exclaim’d highly again& this 
Treatment of a Perfon known to be in his Sefvice, 
as a manifeft Infringment of the Privilege of Ambaf- 
fadours, and difpatch’d a Courier to the Emperour 
his Mafter, to give him an Account of it, The Car- 
dinal Spinola San Cefareo having in a long Audience 
difcourf’d the Pope on this Affair, went from him to 
the Ambaffadour to propofe fome expedients for ma- 
king it up; but his Excellency told him, That he 
had written about it to the Court of Vienna, and 
thereby put it out of his own Power to do any thing 
therein without Inftructions from his Imperial Ma- 


jefty. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated July 9. 

Rome, June 20. The 14th Inftant, the Pope gave a 
long Audience to the Count of Lagnafco Envoy ex- 
traordinary from King Auguftus of Poland, and in 
the Evening difpatch’d an Exprefs to Poland with 
feveral Letters 5 in one of which ’tis reported he has 
fignified to the Cardinal Primate that he has depriv’d 
him of his Archbifhoprick of Gnefna, that he may 
have no Pretenfion to crown the new King Stani- 
flaus; and that in another, he peremptorily charges 
all the other Bifhops and Clergy of Poland to ac- 
knowledge no other for their King, than King Au- 
guftus : But the Report relating to the Cardinal Pri- 
mate does not feem Credible. The fame Day the 
Pope fent an Exprefsto his Nuncio at the Court of 
Vienna, with Difpatches relating to the Imprifon- 


ment of the Son, of Signior Cavalleti the Imperial 


Ambaffador’s Gentleman : ’Tis faid one of the Ex- 
pedients propos'd in a Congregation held in the Qui- 
tinal, for making up the Difference on that fubject 
with the Counc de Lamberg, was to fet young Ca- 
valleti at Liberty, and confine for a time the Sbirris 
that (eiz’d him ; but it met with great Oppofition 
fiom feveral Cardinals: When the Count de Lam-

The Marquefs of Bedmar and his Lady arriv’d here 
the 24th Inftant with a Retinue of 90 Perfons, in his 
Way to Sicily. ’Tis now faid the Letter laft written 
by the Pope to the Cardinal Primate of Poland, 
fummons his Eminency a fecond time to repair forth- 
withto Rome. __

Some Advices from Rome fay, the Pope has dif. 
patch’d a Courier to Poland with a Letter addrefs’d 
to the Cardinal Primate, and to all the Bithops of 
that Kingdom ; in which he earneftly admonithes 
them to be Loyal and adhere firmly to King Auguftus, 
threatning them otherwife with Excommunication 
and sage ane from their Paftoral Dignity. 
rom the Leiden Gazette, dated July 9. 
Ferrara, June 24. The Peafants of that part of the 
Farrarefe which borders on the Territories of Venice 
and the Dutchy of Modena, having not long fince 
taken up Arms to defend themfelves from being pil- 
lag’d by the French, Cardinal Aftalli dur Legate 
publifh’d a general Amnefty in the Pope’s Name, to 
all who fhould Jay down their Arms ; but inftead of 
pardoning them, after they had deliver’d their Arms 
to the Commiffaries he appointed, he has caus’d the 
chief of them to be feiz'd, with Defign to try and 
unifh them with Death. He has withdrawn the 

ope’s Troops that were garrifon’d in Mefola and di- 
vers other Places in this Province, and receiy’d 
French Gatrifons in their Room. a.

Ferrara, June 30. The Murmurs of the People 
againft the Government grow louder daily, and 
fome Perfons do not {cruple to declare openly their 
Difcontent that the Pope after all his Pretences to 
obferve an exact Neutrality between the Potentates 
of his Religien that are engag’d in the prefent War, 
fhould give the freth Proofs he has done of his Par- 
tiality, by receiving French Garrifons, as was faid 
in our laft, into all the Pofts of this Province that 
are on the lower Po and on the Coaft. viz. Mefola, la 
Torre di Pamplia, Magravocco, Volana, and divers 
others ; which is done to hinder the bringing of 
Provifions or Ammunition thither, by Veffels from

appearance of the Enemy, quiced their Ranks and 
fled, reported about the Country, cnac tuere had 
been Action and that our Men were rouced ; which 
was falfe, and if the {mall Garrifon that was in Weif- 
fembourg had setir’d at the fame time the 4 Regi- 
ments did, they had not been taken Prifoners.

Army with his Body cf Troops ; and Yefterday the 
Regiment of Collonel Paul Diack march’d towards 
Stolhotien.
